A LEADING environment cam¬ 
paigner says he fears developers may 
ditch their green credentials as the 
credit crunch continues to bite. 

Sean Furey, head of the local branch of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England says he feels 
the financial squeeze and possible recession may 
play havoc with some of the eco-friendly plans 
mooted for the town. 

He told Yourashford: “My main worry is that if 
we are heading for a recession then the regener¬ 
ation may grind to a halt, or developers may con¬ 
tinue to cop-out of meeting high eco-standards. 
With energy prices rocketing, there has never 
been a greater need for more energy efficient 
housing and good, affordable public transport.” 

His comments come following reports many 
developers nationwide are backing out of planned 
developments because of the current economic 
climate. Higher environmental standards in new 
building projects also inevitably increase the 
costs and deter private developers. 

Mr Furey said: “A key site will be the develop¬ 
ment proposed by ZED Homes on the former 
Powergen site. That is such an ambitious project 
on a difficult site. Ashford council don’t want to 
grant planning permission only to see the thing 
not get built. It would leave them with a big 
chunk of Victoria Way not going ahead which 
would cause them much bigger problems. 

“The economics of that proposal are going to be 
marginal at best, particularly a development like 
that which proposes a lot of flats. 

“As we know the buy to let market is going belly 
up so landlords and property firms are not going

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WISE WORDS: Author Emma Higgins has chronicled her struggle against depression 

Emma's words 
shine a light in 
the darkness

A WOMAN who has strug¬ 
gled with depression has 
written a book charting her 
journey through the condi¬ 
tion. 

Emma Higgins’s book Pebbles On 
The Beach reaches the shops this 
week. 

Mrs Higgins, from Grasmere Road, 
Kennington, said: “I have had 
depression for a long time. I felt com¬ 
pelled to do this. I have written 
poems since I was little - it was easi¬ 
er than talking about it. 

“It got to the point where I had so 
many that my husband said I should 
put them in a book because they 
might help other people.” 

The book contains poems and diary 
entries expressing the author’s day to 
day feelings throughout her illness. 

Mrs Higgins said: “Writing my feel¬ 
ings down has helped me a lot 
because it is a way of getting things 
out. You tend to hide things away and 
not tell anyone. 

“Now the book is being published I 
am a bit nervous about what my fam¬ 
ily and friends’ reaction will be 
because it is out there for everyone.” 


Depression has plagued Mrs 
Higgins throughout her life. 

She said: “It has always been there 
and I think it always will be. I just 
hope the book will help people feel 
they are not alone. There are an 
awful lot of people suffering with the 
problem.” 

Mrs Higgins believes anyone can 
be affected by depression at any time 
in their lives. 

She said: “Someone can go through 
the whole of their life and it will sud¬ 
denly hit them - young, old, anyone 
can be affected. 

“At the moment things are easier, 
but I know that at any time I could go 
back down again. There is no guaran¬ 
tee that it is over.” 

Mrs Higgins said treatment for her 
condition in Ashford has been good 
and she has always been quickly 
referred for help, but the process of 
getting the book published has taken 
determination. 

She said: “I wrote to about 30 pub¬ 
lishers and got a lot of rejections, but 
finally one agreed to publish it. 

“It didn’t hit me until I was actual¬ 
ly holding the book in my hand - now 
it is real.” 

Pebbles On The Beach will be in 
Waterstone’s and is available on 
Amazon or on the Olympia publish¬ 
ers website.

to be buying lots of flats off plan.”

Housing association firm Southern 
Housing Group insisted they were 
committed to sustainable new sites. 

Spokeswoman Karen Bermingham 
said: ‘We are reliant on the developers 
but we have a commitment to building 
homes that people want to live in. 

“Our commitment to sustainable 
housing is as strong as ever. Because 
we are such a large group we do have 
the power to insist our developers 
build what we require.”

Schools to close 
if don't improve 

THREE secondary schools in the dis¬ 
trict could face closure under new gov¬ 
ernment plans to improve results. 

The North School, Towers and 
Christ Church are all under threat of 
being shut down in a bid to improve 
GCSE results, to ensure at least 30 
per cent of pupils achieve five good 
grades including in English and 
maths. 

The £400 million plans have target¬ 
ed 33 schools in Kent, including the 
three in Ashford, for improvement 
and could see them closed down and 
reopen in a joint partnership with 
higher-quality schools, a business or 
university. 

Chris Wells, KCC cabinet member 
for children, families and educational 
achievement said: “The last set of tar¬ 
gets to be set by Government in this 
area was achieved by Kent schools 
with a year to spare. 

“We are expecting enormous 
progress in achieving the latest tar¬ 
gets with this summer's results. 

“Kent has been working hard to 
improve these results before Mr 
Brown and Mr Balls dreamt them up.”

THE explosion in music festivals 
in the county continues next 
month after organisers of a free 
event in Victoria Park confirmed a 
line-up of top local talent.

The event is part of Ashford Summer 
Sounds organised by the borough council and 
sponsored by English Partnerships. 

Chris Dixon, arts project coordinator for 
Ashford council, said: “Create is back, bigger 
and better, with great local bands playing. 
More than 100 bands applied and we had a 
tough time narrowing down the entries.” 

Running from noon until 8pm, 5,000 people 
are expected to attend the event which will 
also include a stage for emerging bands and 
rock and DJ workshops throughout the day. 

Among the bands performing on the main 
stage will be the hugely popular Los 
Salvadores, whose members hail from 
Ashford, Maidstone and Sittingboume. 

Frontman Gareth Arnold said: “Create will 
show what a strong line-up of talent there is 
in the Ashford area. This gig will be a real step 
up for us, we haven’t played in front of such a 
large crowd before.” 

The six-piece, play a mix of styles including 
punk, ska, jazz and hardcore. 

The Kent music scene has seen an unprece¬ 
dented flowering of festivals this summer. 

Mr Arnold said: “There’s suddenly been this 
big increase in festivals in Kent, which is 


great. It is making the county a real destina¬ 
tion for music fans.”

Health minister gives

PLANS for a new £13 million community 
hospital in Kings Avenue have been given the 
government’s stamp of approval. 

The announcement was made yesterday by 
the Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust after getting the nod from the Health 
Minister. It will see the Old Ashford Hospital site 
redeveloped and ready for used by June 2011. 

Amanda Harrison, director of strategic 
development at the PCT, said: “This site devel¬ 
opment offers a great opportunity to provide 
more treatments in community settings, 
so that people won’t have to travel to an acute 
hospital site as they often need to now. 

“A community hospital or health centre as 
we prefer to call it, is a local health facility 
which enables people to receive most of the 
day-to-day treatments such as X-ray, scans, 
blood tests, minor injuries and illnesses, outpa¬ 
tient appointments, post and antenatal care, 
outpatient rehabilitation, physiotherapy and 
speech and language therapy. It is also possi¬ 
ble that some minor surgery may be provided.”

The Steps to Beijing project was 
launched as a prelude to this year’s 
event in the Chinese capital which 
has its opening ceremony on Friday, 
August 8. 

Kent County Council’s sports col¬ 
lege network was behind the project 
which was set up to encourage chil¬ 
dren to get more active. 

Every week four students at each 


of the county’s 14 sports colleges 
have been monitoring the distance 
they have travelled. 

Over a 16-week period they have 
attempted to walk in total the 10,140 
miles which is the distance between 
Kent and Beijing. 

The final steps will form part of the 
overall opening ceremony of the 
finals of the Kent School Games 
which will also feature a speech by 
KCC leader Paul Carter and an 
address by Dame Kelly, who lives in 
Hildenborough, near Tonbridge. 

The Kent School Games is the first 
such event of its type in Britain and 
was launched last November. 

About 30,000 young people from 
the county’s schools have been com¬ 
peting in 14 sports building up to the 
finals which start to take place at 
the Julie Rose Stadium on Saturday.

Police believe the paintings

were most likely stolen to order 
and could be in the hands of an 
unscrupulous collector on the con¬ 
tinent. 

The unlucky artist added: “I 
emailed the police some jpegs of 
the paintings to help them but I 
haven’t heard anything back yet. 

“It makes sense the paintings 
would go abroad as it would be 
extremely difficult to exhibit 
stolen works of art in this country. 

“Needless to say if anyone does 
recognise my work hanging on a 
wall somewhere they should con¬ 
tact the police. 

“It was extremely upsetting for 
me as I was delighted when I got 
the chance to exhibit as that is not 
a particularly easy thing to do. 

“The particular exhibition is a 
good one for me as it allows artists 
to come face to face with buyers 
and talk to them about their 
work.

It will accept patients referred to it by the 
primary care trust, social services and pri¬ 
vate patients.

Water firm to 
unveil plans for 
new reservoir 

PROPOSALS to flood an area of land in order 
to build a reservoir are to be displayed across 
the county by South East Water. 

The company which serves 1.97 million 
customers across the area, says new supplies 
are essential if the shortages of recent years 
are not to be repeated. 

A drought existed in the region served by the 
company - which includes much of Kent - 
from 2005 to 2007. 

So, plans have been put forward by the 
company to guarantee supplies until 2035. 

They call for a new reservoir to be built near 
Canterbury by 2024 and facilities for further 
reserves in Surrey to be constructed. 

The are to be developed in Kent is near 
to Broad Oak, which is on the Sturry Road out 
of Canterbury. 

Together the reservoirs will supply 77 mil¬ 
lion litres of water every day - a figure which 
combined with other developments such as 
more exploitation of underground supplies 
will cope with an estimated expanded popula¬ 
tion increase to 2.3 million. 

A roadshow detailing the proposals is 
set to tour the area and will be on display at 
the Abode Hotel, Canterbury, on June 16. It 
will move to Park Mall Shopping Centre, 
Ashford on June 18 and Maidstone Town Hall 
on June 20. 

Summaries of the plan are available at 
libraries across the county and comments 
from residents of affected areas are welcome. 

Other projects by the company include 
reducing individual use through greater 
efficiency of supplies, reducing leakage, 
developing new underground sources and 
building new pipelines. 

After the public has had its chance to have 
a say final proposals are expected to be pub¬ 
lished next summer.

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QUESTION & ANSWER 


FUREY 



Q How did you first get into campaigning on countryside 
issues? 

A I’ve been interested in the environment 
since school; geography was the only sub¬ 
ject I was any good at. I’ve travelled, worked 
and led expeditions in some amazing parts of 
the world, but it is in the English countryside 
where I feel most at home. 

Q What do you think of the general development that is 
happening to the town? Is it sustainable? 

A There are a lot of exciting things planned 
for Ashford and it’s good to see some start 
to take shape. The Willesborough Dykes wet¬ 
land park project is particularly exciting and 
CPRE Kent is proud to be supporting it. 

My main worry is that if we are heading for 
a recession the regeneration may grind to a 
halt, or developers may continue to cop-out of 
meeting high eco-standards. With energy 
prices rocketing, there has never been a 
greater need for more energy efficient housing 
and good, affordable public transport. 

Q What would you say to the charge your group is just a 
mouthpiece for Nimbyism? 

A CPRE is a charity that is wholly funded by 
its members. People join because they want 
a strong, independent voice on countryside, 
environment and planning issues. All too 
often, elected members let down their con¬ 
stituents by getting bogged down in party pol¬ 
itics, or they get lured by promises of new jobs, 
whatever the cost. We support local groups 


and individuals where proposals are clearly 
wrong, not just for local reasons, which are 
often valid, but also on wider environmental, 
social and economic grounds as well. 

A Two proposals at present are creating a lot of controver- 
sy close to Ashford. The lorry park and the anaerobic 
digester plant. Do you feel this area is deliberately targeted? 
What do you think of both proposals? 

A I think it’s an unhappy coincidence for the 
residents of Sellindge, in particular. This 
area hasn’t been deliberately targeted - we 
are seeing massive planning proposals all over 
Kent: Thanet, Maidstone, Canterbury, 
Romney Marsh. Have a look at our website, 
www.cprekent.org.uk, to get an idea. 

The lorry park is a desperate solution to a 
much larger problem of fast-growing and high¬ 
ly polluting freight transport coming through 
Kent and to the UK generally. The quick 
moveable barrier system being installed at the 
moment should be tested before we start talk¬ 
ing about lorry parks. The danger is if KCC 
can’t get their ‘Britdisc’ idea to fund their 
plans, then they may be tempted to turn to pri¬ 
vate finance from companies who will want a 
tidy profit from building on our countryside. 

The anaerobic digester is a good technology 
proposed in the wrong place, as it poses a seri¬ 
ous pollution risk to watercourses and ground- 
water. It is in the headwaters of the River East 
Stour, in an ecologically sensitive area. It is a 
speculative planning application that must be 
refused as quickly as possible. 

Congratulations must go to the hundreds of 


people who turned out for the march on May 
3, and the tireless volunteers who organised it. 

Q What are the best alternatives to landfill rubbish dispos¬ 
al that do not impact on the countryside? 

A Reduce. Reuse. Recycle. In a sustainable 
economy there is no waste, only renewable 
resources. If the rest of the world used 
resources like we do in Ashford we would need 
over three Earths to keep going. Unless some¬ 
one finds a couple of planets on e-bay, we had 
better use the one we have more sensibly. 

Q Can modern technology be the answer to some of the 
problems we are facing environmentally? 

A Yes. Technology is great, along with good 
science, sound economics and inclusive 
democracy. However, while we often use tech¬ 
nology to solve problems, it has a nasty knack 
of creating un-intended consequences. Fossil 
fuels are the best example: without them we’d 
probably still be a small farming society with 
an average life-expectancy of 35 (that would 
mean my time is almost up), instead we have 
the wonderful and terrible globalised society of 
today that is thrusting us into a very uncer¬ 
tain future. 

QWhat else are you working on? 

A I’m looking at how climate change is likely 
to impact Kent and what we can do about 
it and I also help with Wye Community Farm, 
which is growing in more ways than one.

DEVELOPMENTS in the borough 
will continue to “motor on” despite 
the pressures of the credit crunch, 
according to the woman tasked 
with the job of spearheading the 
town’s regeneration programme. 

Judith Armitt takes over as managing direc¬ 
tor of Ashford’s Future on Friday and dis¬ 
missed fears expressed in some quarters the 
town may suffer in the wake of the credit 
squeeze. 

Mrs Armitt was former head of the £9 billion 
Thames Gateway project, before resigning 
from the £100,000job in December, a little less 
than a year in the post. 

Also a former chief executive of Medway 
council, she said she expected both the 
Thames Gateway and Ashford to continue to 
progress while some other regeneration proj¬ 
ects could be hit by the credit crunch. 

She said: “We will have to wait and see what 
happens in terms of all growth areas, whether 
all those [areas] identified for growth will all 
take off immediately. 

“Those that are well-established, like 
Ashford and the Thames Gateway, will contin¬ 
ue to motor on. They are not in competition 
with each other.” 

Ashford’s Future is a partnership between 
the local council, government agencies and

others from the public and private sector. It is 
tasked with delivering regeneration across 
the borough. 

The council says the appointment is a ‘major 
milestone’ in the town’s development pro¬ 
gramme, which includes the creation of 28,000 
new jobs and 31,000 new homes by 2031. 
Around £2.5bn of public and private sector 
money is expected to be invested in the borough. 

Mrs Armitt insisted the future was bright for 
the town and said when the high-speed rail 
line, due to open next year, goes live it would 
make a “fundamental difference” to the town. 

She also believes important work to improve 
its infrastructure was already going ahead. 

The link will cut the travel time to London to 
37 minutes. 

She added: “We have been talking about it 
for ages, but it is only next year now. I think 
people underestimate how much difference it 
will make. 

It gives opportunities not just for work but 
for investment in Ashford and around the 
county. 

She also said it was not “terrifically likely” 
that Eurostar would withdraw more services 
from Ashford International and said that as 
the town expands she expects to see more 
services return.

CONFIDENCE in Ashford’s growth plans 
remain high according to developers, even 
though the property market across the UK 
remains volatile and the credit crunch con¬ 
tinues to bite. 

Analysts say the prospect of the high speed 
rail link with its 37-minute journey time to 
London - set to start in November 2009 - is 
a major factor in the positive prospects. 

Town planners also vowed that bleak 
short-term housing market prospects would 
not hit the plans to build 31,000 new homes 
by 2031. 


Hillreed Homes has been involved in new 
properties in the town for the past 20 years 
and also built the Singleton Centre commer¬ 
cial shopping facility. 

Marketing director Dean Markall said: 
“Ashford has always done well due to its geo¬ 
graphical location and competitive house 
prices. With anticipation of the new fast 
train links, easy access to the Continent and 
the beautiful surrounding countryside we 
feel the town will continue in its popularity.” 

Estate agents Your Move is equally 
optimistic. 


Jacqueline Davies area sales director said: 
“The property market in Ashford still remains 
buoyant, particularly in relation to properties 
at the lower end of the market. As a result we 
are seeing a very active lettings market.” 

Cllr Paul Clokie, chairman of Ashford’s 
Future, said: “The current housing down¬ 
turn is unlikely to affect the planned expan¬ 
sion of Ashford in the long term. 

‘We have a 30-year growth period and 
there are bound to be fluctuations in the 
market which will affect the speed of growth 
during this time.” 



Plan to fill holes 
in dental services 

DENTIST services across the east of the 
county are set to be boosted with plans in 
place for further investment. 

It is hoped the new steps will ensure 
there are no gaps in the coverage provided 
for dental care and ensure patient care is 
maintained across the region. 

The Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) spends £32 million a year 
on dental services and has recently upped 
funding by a further £1.5m. 

It has placed a tender advert in specialist 
trade publications in a bid to provide NHS 
dentistry services for Canterbury, Ashford, 
Dover, Folkestone, Sittingbourne, 
Broadstairs, Cliftonville, Eastchurch and 
Whitstable. 

The PCT is expressly asking the extra den¬ 
tal services to be provided are in premises in 
central locations for easy patient access. 

The PCT has in place an arrangement 
with its Patient Advice and Liaison Service 
(PALS) to co-ordinate all patient inquiries 
about NHS dentistry and direct them to 
their nearest available dentist. The tele¬ 
phone number is 0800 085 6606. 

The PALs service maintains an updated 
list of availability of both emergency slots 
and which dentists are taking on new 
patients. If a dentist leaves the NHS the 
PCT will either ask another practice to 
provide the service or put the contract out 
to tender to ensure patients are not left 
without a dentist. 

It all follows a recent £2m cash injection 
in orthodontic - specialist dentistry - treat¬ 
ment, and extra investment for people who 
cannot easily access high street dentists, 
such as special needs patients.

Pedal power pupils aim 
to match Tour of Africa

SCHOOLS across the 
borough are taking part 
in an event to ‘virtually’ 
ride the length of Africa. 

Held over 20 special cycling 
days, children using two wheels to 
get to school will look to combine 
the distance they cycled to match 
the 11,884km route from Cairo to 
Cape Town. 

The project is arranged by 
cycling charity Sustrans as part of 
its Bike It campaign. The group 
works closely with schools to help 
encourage children to cycle to 
school. 

The competition got underway 
on Monday. The schools taking 
part are Highworth Grammar 
School, Norton Knatchbull 
School, Towers School, Godinton 
Primary School, Tenterden Junior 
School and St Simon of England 
School in South Ashford. 

The schools will compete with 
each other over a four-week peri¬ 
od to see who averages the high¬ 
est figures. 

David Robert from Sustrans 
said: “This will be over 20 cycling 
days. The schools will all compete 
with each other and there will 
also be competitions within the 
school between classes or learning 
communities. Each time someone 
cycles to school they accumulate 
kilometres which are transferred 
to points. 

They are trying to complete 
11,884km which is a re-creation 


of the Tour of Africa which runs 
from Cairo to Cape Town.” 

The schools will have a map of 
Africa to show the progress they 
are making along the route. 

Mr Robert said: “We use a clever 
formula that makes it an even 
contest between the big schools 
and the little schools. 

“I get information about the 
number of pupils at the school 
and the formula gives me a con¬ 


version number, so it becomes fair. 
Every Friday I will be able to tell 
them how they are doing in com¬ 
parison with each other.” 

The winner will receive £150 
worth of cycling equipment to be 
used by the school. 

Richard Hoyte from Norton 
Knatchbull School said: ‘We are 
trying to get the highest percent¬ 
age of our children to cycle to 
school in the morning compared 


with other schools in Ashford. 

“It is a good way to encourage 
more of our boys to try cycling to 
school.” 

Mr Robert said: “Even a few 
miles of pedal power each day 
soon adds up and can make a sig¬ 
nificant contribution to people's 
health and the environment.”

How 'Payback' helps 
to reform offenders

PROBATION chiefs say figures 
for the numbers of successfully 
completed community orders in 
the town prove they are the most 
effective way to punish offenders. 

At present there are 282 people in Ashford 
who have been issued with community orders, 
or as it is now called, Community Payback. 

Between April 2007 and March 2008, 124 
offenders successfully completed their order to 
carry out their community sentence. The pun¬ 
ishment includes unpaid work for charities, 
schools and other organisations in the borough. 

The probation service says this is well in 
excess of their target of 99 completions which 
had been set for the town. 

Targets 

Director of interventions at Kent Probations, 
Rob Verity, said: “We achieved all our govern¬ 
ment targets over the last year, for offending 
behaviour programmes as well as Community 
Payback. 

‘When an offender completes a programme 
there is good evidence to show they will have 
learned new skills which will enable them to 
stay out of trouble. 

“Those that have completed Community 
Payback will also have developed new skills 
and many we supervise go on to get a job - the 
most important step an offender can take to 
lead a crime-free life.” 

The service also highlighted the success it 
has had with its drug rehabilitation pro¬ 
grammes which it says are at the root of much 
criminal behaviour. 

In Ashford, 20 offenders started a drug reha¬ 
bilitation scheme last year. The numbers who 
stayed in treatment for over 12 weeks was 80 
per cent, exceeding the target of 75 per cent set 
by the government. 

Mr Verity said: “We identified the need for 
alcohol services in Kent last year and since 
then have been working with health author¬ 


ities to provide alcohol treatment to try and 
prevent alcohol-related re-offending. The link 
between alcohol and crime, particularly vio¬ 
lent crime, is clearer than with any other 
substance.” 

Offenders can be given a requirement to com¬ 
plete a drug rehabilitation programme as part 
of their community order. According to 
research, offenders commit 75 per cent fewer 
offences while on the order and reduce their 
spending on drugs by over 90 per cent. 

Around two thirds of offenders who have a job 


lose it whilst in custody. The number of offend¬ 
ers sustaining employment in Ashford sur¬ 
passed their target by 110 per cent. 

The figures have been released to coincide 
with a new Ministry of Justice report examin¬ 
ing the role of community sentencing. 

The service says that 60 per cent of people 
who complete their community work do not re¬ 
offend in the next two years. It argues this com¬ 
pares well to those leaving prison. Nearly 75 
per cent of young offenders are re-convicted 
over the same time period. 


Residents' trip 
to seaside for 
talk on homes 

A FORUM for residents who live 
on estates managed by the Southern 
Housing Group recently took place 
in Brighton. 

Roy Mitchell, from Stanhope, along 
with other residents from Ashford, 
attended the meeting designed to give 
feedback to the association’s staff. 

Mr Mitchell said: “It’s at events such 
as this that residents get the chance to 
have their say. By doing so, residents 
can change the way the group sees and 
approaches things. 

“Hopefully this will change things in 
a way that will benefit if not all, then at 
least, the majority. These focus events 
are just that; they focus on what can be 
changed for the overall improvement of 
services by our housing association. 

“That’s why I get involved, not for 
personal gain, but to improve the way 
the group looks after, treats and listens 
to us the residents as a whole.” 

The Southern Housing Group is one 
of southern England’s largest housing 
associations. It was founded over 100 
years ago and owns and manages 
24,000 homes in the UK. 

Guy Collar, Southern Housing Group’s 
regional director said: “I know Brighton’s 
a long way for Roy and other Kent resi¬ 
dents to come and I appreciate the effort 
they made. 

“I know Roy plays an active role with¬ 
in his community and hopefully our 
forum gave him the opportunity to 
share his views and shape the way we 
provide our services.”

The owner of 
beauty care firm 
Wye Beauty in 
Bridge Street, 
discusses how she 
went from 
Australia to 
Canada to Wye 

How did you get into the business of beauty care? 

We have been open at this salon for six months. I also 
have a shop in Tenterden which I have run for 24 years. 

I am originally from Perth in Australia; my father had 
skin cancer and that is what initially got me involved in 
skin care.

Monorail could 
have gone long way 

I also believe Ashford has lost a 
great opportunity if the monorail 
does not go ahead. 

I envisaged not only a shuttle 
between the town centre, railway 
station and the McArthur Glen 
designer outfit but, with the open 
farmland and dual carriageways 
beyond, it would have been 
possible to extend the monorail 
down Romney Marsh Road to a 
station at Park Farm. Then it 
could go along or by the side of 
Bad Munstereifel Road to 
stations at the market, Ashford 
Business Park and cross the 
M20, at Tesco’s Crooksfoot, and 
go to the William Harvey 
Hospital, a distance of about 
seven kilometres, a route almost 
entirely devoid of housing. 

However, it would still be 
possible to extend the line 
further to take in the Julie Rose 
Stadium and the two factory 
sites opposite (nine kilometres) 
and then along the back of Little 
Burton Estate to the Cineworld 
site, Warren Business Park, 
Sainsbury’s, (12k) and then back 
to Elwick Road to a station near 
Debenhams (14km).

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Price of diesel has 
effects for us all 

The rising price of oil on the world 
market during the past two years 
has meant that we have all suffered. 
Very bad news for car drivers but 
dire for operators of lorries and vans 
who move goods as part of their 
business. And worst of all for 
hauliers, whose entire business is to 
move other people's goods. Fuel now 
represents almost 40 per cent of 
their total operating costs. Bulk 
diesel prices have risen from 76p per 
litre last May up to 106p per litre - 
a 40 per cent increase in 12 months. 

Diesel is the lifeblood of the 
economy. Everything in the 
supermarkets, everything in the 
high street, the bricks that build our 
homes and the beer that stocks our 
pubs has been in a lorry. 

Sadly, the problems caused by a 
rising world price for oil are 
compounded in the UK by our ultra- 
high tax regime. Duty on diesel is 
50p per litre compared to a 
European average of 25p. A single 
40-tonne lorry, doing about seven 
miles to the gallon, faces an annual 
fuel bill of between £40,000 and 
£45,000, of which over £21,000 is 
tax. 

The price of diesel, and the tax 
paid on it, impacts on the whole 


population. It is an ingredient in the 
price of everything. That is why it is 
so important for the Government to 
change its tax strategy and reduce 
the level of duty paid by commercial 
vehicle operators.

Jackie Loughton cannot judge global 
warming by considering a single 
season (Yourletters, June 4). Global 
warming is measured by looking at 
the increase in temperature and 
carbon dioxide over decades. 

This means recognising that since 
1970 global temperatures and 
carbon dioxide have been rising in a 
manner different from their patterns 
over the past 650,000 years. 

Human activity has added so 
much extra carbon dioxide and 
other greenhouse gases to the 
atmosphere that our climate is 
changing. All available evidence 
shows both temperatures and 
carbon dioxide are increasing more 
quickly than ever before. 

What does this means for Kent? 
More extreme weather events 
because of more moisture in the air 
causing more rainfall, longer dry 


spells, effects on food production, 
river and coastal erosion and much 
more spending on river and coastal 
defences. 

We have to adapt our lifestyles to 
use less fossil fuels, or face the 
consequences of a ‘runaway 
greenhouse effect’ in which our 
weather becomes very challenging 
to living standards.

BEN Affleck proves even the crash 
and burn of a high profile 
Hollywood romance can have a sil¬ 
ver lining. 

At the height of his tabloid-blazing relation¬ 
ship with Jennifer Lopez four years ago, he 
started writing a film script of Dennis 
Lehane’s novel Gone Baby Gone, a harrowing 
thriller about the search for a missing four- 
year-old girl and the people it involves. 

Initially he thought of it as a vehicle for 
Lopez, but instead it has become an acclaimed 
directing debut for the 35-year-old actor. 

In the decade since he won a Best 
Screenplay Oscar with pal Matt Damon for 
Good Will Hunting, Ben has gone from bright 
newcomer to blockbuster star to tabloid fodder. 
It has been a bruising rise and fall that would 
have sunk a less-talented actor. 

But the surprising thing about Ben Affleck, 
considering his bad choices like Gigli, is how 
articulate and bright he is. 

Multi-lingual in Spanish and French, his all- 
American good looks are matched by genuine 
depth and he’s matter-of-fact about what has 
happened to his career. 

“The first half of the media cycle was fascina¬ 
tion, the second half was rejection. But what I 
never realised is that the public don’t end up 
blaming the magazines that write every 
insane, untrue story.” 

He’s a different person from his public 
image, says Ben - who admits to being scared 
during his first day as director. Prior to Gone 
Baby Gone he’d only directed a student film. 

“I’m always described as ‘cocksure’ or ‘with a 
swagger’. That bears no resemblance to who I 
feel like inside. I feel plagued by insecurity.” 

While depicting the tragedy of 1950s televi¬ 
sion Superman George Reeves in 2006 film 
Hollywoodland went some way to rejuvenat¬ 
ing his acting career, Gone Baby Gone has 
really turned heads.

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It stars Ben’s brother Casey as dogged pri¬ 
vate eye Patrick Kenzie, who refuses to give up 
on looking for the missing child. Set in the grit¬ 
ty world of working-class Boston, it’s full of 
tough miscreants and losers. 

“I felt maybe this was a way to have a sense 
of authorship about what I was doing without 
having to stick my face out there,” says Ben 
about sitting in the director’s chair. 

It’s a film that raises all sorts of issues about 
how we live and treat children, he says. “At 
first you think the girl is a victim. Then you 
see the squalor the girl lives in and your heart 
goes out to her not only where she’s been taken 
to but for where she used to live.” 

The film has echoes of the press frenzy over 
the Madeleine McCann case, but Ben cut back 
on making the media the bad guys in the film. 

“I scaled back on that because Lehane really 
hammers the media in the book. I thought I 
can’t do too much of this because, in a weird 
way, it was one of the ways my own hand 
might start to feel visible in the movie.” 

However, plans to show the film at the 
London Film Festival last October were put on

hold by Disney because of the ongoing 
McCann case. 

“We just thought it was better to err on the 
side of discretion,” says Ben. “I’m proud to be 
associated with a company that made a deci¬ 
sion I thought was respectful.” 

Ben will return to acting in the romance 
comedy He’s Just Not That Into You with 
Jennifer Aniston and Scarlett Johansson, due 
for release later this year. 

He counts himself very lucky in a business 
where many people fall by the wayside. He 
may have taken a hefty pay cut in Hollywood 
terms from his $12-million-plus-per-film hey¬ 
day, but he is still paid a lot of money doing 
what he loves. 

“I have really very little to feel sorry for 
myself about. People have legitimate hard¬ 
ships, so it’s kind of petty for me to sit around 
ruminating about little dents in what has been 
a very fortunate life so far.”

WHEN I was asked to take a 
gastronomic tour of Flanders the 
history of the suffering of the sol¬ 
diers involved in World War One 
sat uncomfortably with the 
thought of stuffing my face with 
the region’s best food and drink, 
but in many ways the region is 
an example of the very best and 
worst of human civilisation. 

Firstly, I should say the area is an ideal 
destination for someone in Kent to make a 
weekend break, although there is plenty to 
justify a longer stay. 

We travelled with Norfolkline which runs 
ferries from Dover to Dunkerque. Ypres is 
less than an hour’s drive from the port and 
makes the ideal centre from which to travel 
around the region. 

On the way to the city we stopped to sample 
one of Belgium’s most famous exports - beer. 
We began at the De Dolle Brewers (or Mad 
Brewer’s) company in Esen. 

This company was started in 1980 by two 
brothers, Chris and Jo Hotelier, and produces 
some of the region’s most distinctive bottle fer¬ 
mented beers. Gert, the brother’s 90-year-old 
mother, and our guide, swears by the beers 
medicinal properties and judging by the speed 
she climbed the stairs it was hard to disagree. 


We then travelled to Westvleteren to sample 
beer brewed by the Trappist monks at Sixtus 
Abbey; named by one US website as being the 
best in the world. 

In Ypres we stayed close to the centre at the 
Ambrosia Hotel. The town retains its mediaeval 
character including the impressive Cloth Hall 
which houses the In Flanders Fields museum. 
The lively town square provides a relaxed 
atmosphere in which to eat and drink. 

The In De Zon restaurant specialises in serv¬ 
ing some of the region’s most well-known dish¬ 


es. I chose to eat paardenvlees (horse). 

Most people in the UK may object to eat¬ 
ing My Little Pony but to be honest I have 
never got on with the things, so the oppor¬ 
tunity of eating one seemed too good to 
miss. In fact, unless I had been told it was 
equine in origin I would have assumed it 
was just a tender cut of beef. 

We spent the next day exploring the 
region’s bloody World War One history. 
Until September the In Flanders Fields 
Museum is holding an excellent exhibition 
about the many peoples and cultures 
from outside Europe which were involved 
in the war. 

The countryside is dotted with cemeteries 
with war dead from the conflict. We visited 
the largest Commonwealth cemetery Tyne 
Cot which contains the remains of more 
than 11,000 men and lists the names of 
more than 35,000 men missing in action on 
its walls. 

In the evening we observed the Last Post 
which is held at the city’s Menin Gate 
everyday at 8pm. 

We then went to dine at the Regina 
restaurant off the town square where we were 
served an excellent pigeon dish. Just to say I 
had not set out to eat unusual animals during 
my visit, that is just how it turned out. 

I wondered if the next day’s menu might con¬ 
tain weasel. In fact I was served rabbit, veal and 
chicken in a clear aspic jelly at the Gasthof De 
Kring restaurant in Poperinge. 

Flanders is a region of stark contrasts. It may 
seem it is dominated by the history of World War 
One, but it has much to offer the visitor.

It's time our value 
reviews went local 

THE latest nationwide survey of house 
prices is far less important than region¬ 
al studies, according to the National 
Association of Estate Agents. 

The group says it paints an incorrect 
picture as it just gives an average of 
trends rather than taking into account 
area variations. 

In Kent, prices have proved more 
resilient in the recent declining market 
as proximity to London and improving 
transport links have contributed to a 
better market. 

Association chief executive Peter 
Bolton said: “The national sales figures 
do not tell the whole story. 

“We know from our members that the 
picture is still very regional with some 
areas continuing to do better than oth¬ 
ers.” 

He also concluded that in terms of 
sales and viewing figures, as well as the 
decreasing gap between asking and 
final prices, the market was looking at 
becoming less fluctuating. 

The Royal Institute of Chartered 
Surveyors has also been examining the 
figures and experts concluded the prop¬ 
erty market would begin to stabilise 
when the number of transactions start¬ 
ed to increase.

Demand for country lettings is boom¬ 
ing, with impressive Loddenden Manor, 
Staplehurst, a good example of the trend.

But for £8,000 
a week it is available to rent with inter¬ 
est and stamp duty not a factor. 

Manor Farm House near Faversham is 
another property with the same sort of 
attraction to a letter. 

The four-bedroom property with its 
own three-bed stable cottage, billiard 
room and gymnasium would be available 
for rent at £6,000 a month with Savills. 
But to buy it would cost £1.5 million 
through Strutt and Parker. 

Another factor is that most country 
homes which are available for letting 
ensure that major structural repair work 
is the responsibility of the landlord.

deposits, legal fees and stamp duty, subsidised 
mortgage payments, cash-back offers or fitted 
kitchens and carpets included in the sale price. 

David Wilson Homes is one company 
which has adopted a policy of assisting 
first-time buyers under a scheme called 
Head Start which has proved successful in 
recent weeks. 

Customers are offered the option of 
paying 85 per cent of the purchase price of the 
property with funding from a bank or building 
society but with no deposit needed to be paid, 
while the remaining 15 per cent is offered as 
an interest-free loan by the developer. 

The deferred amount is then paid back with¬ 
in 10 years of the purchase, or at the time of 
resale if this is earlier. 

Meanwhile, Linden Homes South East is 


offering £750 a month towards mortgage pay¬ 
ments for the first 18 months on some of its 
properties in west Kent. 

Other prospective homeowners have taken 
the decision to sit out for the time being, wait¬ 
ing for prices to fall even further, forcing the 
sellers to offer more incentives. 

Moneyfacts is a financial information service 
which has been examining that option. 

Spokesman Andrew Haggar said: “With 
current levels of uncertainty and volatility 
surrounding the mortgage industry and the 
housing market, maybe it’s worth sitting on 
the sidelines. 

“If property prices were to fall 15 per cent in 
the next 18 months - which is conservative 
compared with some estimates - then those 
itching to get their foot on the housing ladder 
could benefit from a double whammy of very 
good savings rates - which are currently at a 
seven-year high - and the falling cost of that 
elusive first property.”

MAJOR car makers have tried to 
register every possible model 
name, forcing others to come up 
with weird permutations. 

So Daihatsu offers a supermini called the 
Sirion. The name could come from Lord of 
the Rings or starstruck marketing types 
allying Sirius with Orion - both probably 
owned by Ford - in the hope of ascendance 
on the sales front. 

But there is nothing Tolkien-esque or 
celestial about the Sirion - it is a down-to- 
earth little car for the real world. 

Underpinnings from the more expensive 
Toyota Yaris are clothed by a superbly practi¬ 
cal and age-less five-door body and prices are 
competitive, from £7,495. 

The three-cylinder 1.0-litre I had driven 
previously is the economy star, if rather slug¬ 
gish and noisy. It averages around 55mpg and 
emits 118g/km of C02, qualifying for just £35 
a year road tax. 

A far better all-rounder is the four-cylinder 
1.3 (from £7,995) tested here; it is more refined

and flexible with decent low down power, yet 
averages nearly 50mpg even if road tax jumps 
to the next band (£120/year) due to emissions 
of 137g/km. 

However, this version is claimed to have the 
world’s first self-regenerating catalyst, for a 
longer life and lower maintenance costs. 

There is also a 1.5-litre version, but I ques¬ 
tion its relevance to what the Sirion is about, 
for this is a small and economical car with big 
car abilities - a brilliant all-rounder. It might 
sound like a Noddy motor, but bulbous whee- 
larches and a rakish window line give this 
boxy car some extra presence. 

It carries five properly and split rear seats 
fold flat easily to create a van-like rear sec¬ 
tion or two other permutations. The rake of 
the rear rests can also be set to two positions 
and the car is packed with stowage bins and 
cubby holes. 

Ride quality on a relatively long wheelbase 
is good and the 1.3-litre can be driven with 
passion too; the high body rolls a little, but grip 
is rarefy compromised. 

Air-con is fitted as standard and mid-spec 
SE brings alloys and rear parking sensors.

Men better at saving 
but ISAs undervalued 

MEN are putting more cash into savings 
accounts than women, according to new 
research from Yorkshire Building 
Society, which has branches in 
Canterbury and Chatham. 

The statistics show that 62 per cent of 
people have at least £1,000 in a savings 
account and that men were 50 per cent 
more likely than women to have such an 
account. 

However, the research also highlighted 
that more than a third of the people with 
more than £1,000 in savings don’t have a 
tax-free ISA - individual savings 
account. 

This means that there could be around 
15 million people in the UK paying more 
money to the taxman than they should. 

Businesses stay strong 

MANUFACTURERS and retailers in 
the South East are being warned to 
remain vigilant and protect themselves 
against the credit crunch, despite a fall 
in the overall number of firms going into 
administration. 

The Forum of Private Business, which 
has many members in the county, says 
that according to accountancy firm 
Deloitte, 282 businesses in London and 
the South East went into administration 
in the first quarter of 2008, compared to 
288 in the same period of 2007. 

Matt Goodman, the forum’s policy rep¬ 
resentative, said: "Deloitte's figures rep¬ 
resent how strong and resilient small 
businesses can be in the face of a tough 
economic climate.” 

Medway-focus of day 

A RECENT one-day symposium - enti¬ 
tled Medway Lives, Gateway Futures: 
History, Community and Place - 
brought together more than 60 academ¬ 
ics, policymakers and community group 
representatives for a series of talks and 
discussions. 

The event was staged at the 
University of Kent’s Medway campus in 
Chatham Maritime. 

Topics under review included the lega¬ 
cy of industrialisation, regeneration and 
construction work, religion in everyday 
life and traveller communities.

It's personal - firms 
at risk because they 
don't have insurance 


A STAGGERING one third 
of small enterprises in the 
South East are putting 
everything at risk - their 
business, employees and cus¬ 
tomers - by operating with¬ 
out any business insurance, 
according to new research. 

If misfortune were to strike up to 
25,500 of the region’s 725,000 small 
businesses owners could be risking 
their homes by operating without 
insurance because they have personal 
guarantees against their business. 

The nationwide survey of firms 
employing up to fifty people, carried 
out by OnePoll for Insurantz.com, 
uncovered a worrying attitude 
towards insurance. 

In the South East, more than one in 
ten respondents were unsure whether 
they were insured and 29 per cent 
admitted to having little or no idea 
what their policy covers. 

George Derbyshire, chief executive 
of the National Federation of 
Enterprise Agencies, said: “I am 
shocked by the results of this survey. 
Running a business is all about risk¬ 
taking, but we would always advocate 
a managed and informed approach to 
risk. 

“Sensible entrepreneurs discuss the 
issues with their advisers in the 
knowledge that getting this wrong can 
be disastrous in human, financial and 
legal terms.” 


A quarter of small businesses in the 
South East could also face legal action 
as they were unaware that temporary 
workers and sub-contractors must be 
covered under statutory employers’ 
liability insurance. 

Uncovered companies risk heavy 
fines of up to £2,500 a day by failing to 
provide cover. 

Last year there were more than 
105,000 employer’s liability personal 
injury claims. 

Failure to adequately insure is put 
down to the restrictive red tape which 
causes small businesses to spend 
horn’s filling in forms. 

A third of respondents to the survey 
said arranging business insurance 
was too time-consuming and overly 
complicated, and this has pushed it 
very low in some people’s priorities. 
THE LAW: Your employer is responsi¬ 
ble for your health and safety while 
you are at work. If you are injured as 
a result of an accident at work, or 
become ill as a result of your work, and 
if you believe your employer is respon¬ 
sible, you may seek compensation. 

To make sure that your employer 
can pay the compensation they must 
take out an insurance policy. This is an 
employers’ liability insurance. 
Employers’ liability insurance will 
provide compensation for injuries or 
illness caused on or off site. 

Any injuries or illness relating to 
motor accidents which occur as a 
result of your employment may be cov¬ 
ered separately by your employer’s 
motor insurance.
